Seat belt law 
passes Senate 


After July 1, 1985, motorists who 
don‘t ‘buckle up” will face a $25 
fine, if the governor signs legislation 
approved by the Illinois Senate 
Wednesday and sent to Governor 
James R. Thompson for his 
signature. 

The legislation, which was nar- 
rowly approved by the House this 
spring, would require drivers and 
front seat passengers to wear seat 
belts. 

GOVERNOR THOMPSON said he 
has not decided whether to sign the 
measure. 

The bill) does not give police 
authority to stop motorists solely 
because they are not wearing seat 
belts. However, if a vehicle is stop- 


ped for another violation and it is 
discovered those in the front seat are 
not wearing seat belts, the addi- 
tional charge can be filed. 

It is estimated that manditory use 
of seat belts will save 400 lives a year 
in Illinois. Also, if enough states pass 
manditory seat belt laws, the 
government may. back off from ef- 
forts to force domestic auto 
manufacturers to install air bags or 
automatic seat belts in new cars. 

OPPONENTS of the manditory 
seat belt use law contend that it is 
another case of government 
encroachment on the lives of the 
citizens. ‘This is a wrong, wrong, 
wrong bill,”” said Sen. Adeline Geo- 
Karis (R-Zion).

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Township officials take 
steps toward annexation

The Nameoki Town Board of 
Trustees unanimously voted Mon- 
day. night to enter into an agreement 
with the village of Pontoon Beach to 
allow that village to annex the 
township offices and garage 

During Monday’s. town board 
meeting, Town Clerk Lee Ridgeway 
informed the trustees that the Pon- 
toon Beach Village Board has 
amended its taxation ordinance so 
that taxing entities are exempted 
from the village's utility tax, which 
funds the village police department. 

NAMEOKI TOWNSHIP Super- 
visor Harry Briggs said he will now 
present a description of the property 
(about a half acre) to Pontoon Beach 
officials for board action. He expec! 
the annexation to be approved in a 
“few weeks.”” 

The annexation proposal concerns 
only township offices and the 
township’s highway department 
buildings. 

Trustee Joe Garcia commented 
about the annexation, ‘The simple 
fact is that any time the deputy 
sheriff comes out here, they charge 
us $50 (for false burglar alarms) The 
village police wili come out here and 
not charge us.”” 

BRIGGS NOTED, ‘‘The village 
police department. is right here, 
whereas it might take the county 
half an hour to get here.”” 

The |Madison County Sheriff's 
Department has fined the township 
on several occasions when the 
burglar alarm system on the 
township buildings has inadvertant- 
ly gone off. 

In a related matter, the trustees 
discussed efforts to obtain a toll-free 
telephone line to the county sheriff's 
department for Nameoki Township 
residents. Chouteau Township 
already has a toll-free line to the 
department for its residents. Cur- 
rently, calls to the sheriff’s depart- 
ment carry long-distance charges 
for Nameoki township residents. 

TRUSTEE HELEN Hawkins 
pointed out that the township had 
budgeted $759 in revenue sharing 
funds for a toll-free line to the county 
sheriff's department. She asked if 
the toll-free line could be operating 
by the Christmas holidays. 

Briggs told her that he had been 
talking to the sheriff's department, 
and that all telephone lines going in- 
to the department are full. He said it 
would cost $2,000 to add another line 
for the township. 

Township officials have contended 
that the township should not pay the 
entire cost of a new line and that 
negotiations.to obtain a new line 
have been going on jor a year. 
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offices be annexed by Bontoon 
Beach, the Pontoon Beach police 
department would take over protec- 
tion duties for those offices, and ser- 
vices from the county sheriff's 
department would no longer be 
needed by the township offices.

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Vyvyne Durbin fights back from stroke 


By VALERIE EVENDEN 
of the Press-Record 
Vyvyne L, (Brooks) Durbin of 


Moline, Ill., a native of Granite City 
and a former longtime resident, has 


been honored by the, Franciscan 
Medical Center's Rehabilitation 
Center at Rock Island, Hl.. as one of 
two ~*Rehabilitants of the Year.” 

Mrs. Durbin, a contract specialist 
at Rock Island Arsenal, and Harlan 
‘Drew’ Hohenboken, a Hillsdale 
(Ill) farmer, were selected as the 
rehabilitation center's honorees. 

Both suffered strokes last year 

and after undergoing rehabilitation 
therapy at the Rock Island hospital 
returned to work. 
_ In special cerémonies Nov. 26 at 
the Franciscan Medical Center. 
Rock Island Mayor James Davis 
presented the awards and praised 
the two honorees. 

“It's a pleasure and honor to make 
these presentations. These people 
are remarkable and they’ve shown 
courage that the rest of us wish we 

_ had," the mayor said. 

Mrs. Durbin, who works for the 
federal government at the Rock 
Island Arsénal, returned to work 
about two months after her Aug. 20, 
1983. stroke. 

The stroke left her right side 
paralyzed, but before Thanksgiving 
in 1983, she was back to work. 

Mrs, Durbin was hospitalized for 
two months after suffering the 
stroke at home where she lives alone 
with her dog, Bamboo. She had 
celebrated her 60th birthday five 
days before, 

Not until she called police for help 
and heard her own slurred speech 
did she realize that she.was having a 
stroke. 

Her physician, Dr. Vijay Verma, 
said from the first day Mrs. Durbin 
was a patient at Franciscan Medical 
Center. she was always determined 
and interested and always had the 
goal to go back to work. 

‘Therapy proved difficult at first, 
Mrs. Durbin said, Shes underwent 
speech therapy. . occupational 
therapy for use of her arms and up- 
per body and physical therapy for 
herlegs. 

She was favent by therapists at 


the center how ke a shower, 
dress herself and ree in. and out of 


bed: 

She refused to limit herself and 
when told she couldn't do something, 
‘she invariably responded, ‘Don't 
tell me I can’t, because I can!" 

“I told myself that I’ve never been 
a quitter and if other people can do. 
it. Fean too.” 

Her sons, Dennis, a high school 
music director who lives in

sycarnore. ll., and Donald, an Il- 
linois State Police officer, who 
resides in Woodstock, provided her 
with invaluable support. Although 
both live nearly i100 miles from 
Moline, they drove to the hospital at 
every opportunity to offer her en- 
couragement. 

Slowly. Mrs. Durbin learned to 
walk and cope with her paralyzed 
right side and two weeks after her 
hospital release, she used the 
therapy to walk into work. 

Her family thought she should 
retire, Mrs. Durbin said. ‘But I was 
determined that I was going to learn 
to speak and walk well enough so I 
could (work). 

“1 couldn't afford to retire with all 
the medical bills,’ she said. She will 
have 20 years service with the 
federal government next October. 

At first, she was confined to a 
wheelchair for most of the time, but 
now she can walk short distances 
with a cane. She uses an Amigo, an 
electric go-cart, for longer walking 
distances, 

Although her right arm still is 
pretty well useless and her right leg 
remains in a brace from the knee 
down, Mrs. Durbin féels fortunate 
and she believes other stroke vic- 
tims could recover the s 

Her advice to them — 
try it. You are not going to get better 
sitting there.””

When the Reagan administration rejected the 
idea of limiting steel imports and decided, instead, 
to negotiate for voluntary restrictions on the import 
of certain types of steel, we hoped federal officials 
had a trump card up their sleeves that we did not 
know about. We wondered if they had something to 
encourage the steel importing nations to restrict 
their sales to the U.S. They didn’t. é 

South Korea is the first country to break off 
negotiations, saying shipments to the U.S. will con- 
tinue at the 1984 level in 1985. It was a setback to 
Reagan’s hopes that importers would voluntarily 
cut back shipments. 

The negotiating team, headed by U.S. Trade 
Representative Williain Brock, was successful ‘in 
getting Japan to agree to limit imports to 5.8 per- 
cent of the U.S. market next year, down from 6.3 
percent in 1984, Australia and South Africa have 
agreed in principle to reduce imports; but the 
government is not announcing by how much. 


Tricky steel import issues 


Negotiations are underway with Spain and Brazil 
and talks with Finland are suspended, but may 
resume. z 

U.S. Steel, which had endorsed the administra- 
tion’s effort to voluntarily reduce imports to about 
18! percent of the U.S. market (down from about 25 
percent this year) now is planning to file trade relief 
petitions against eight steel-producing countries 
which are dumping steel at less than the domestic 
production cost. 

The problem needs careful attention in 
Washington. Setting import limits or quotas which 
are too high can lead to retaliation, wHich can hurt 
farm product exportation and other overseas 
shipments from the U.S. Failure to dé anything to 
reduce steel imports will further deteriorate the 
domestic steel industry. , 

We feel it is time for a healthy debate on the Fair 
Trade in Stéel Act, even as negotiations continue 
With countries importing steel to the U.S.

Honesty, yet Hollmann is a sup- 
porter of Quinn. : 

**When they sent me the endorse- 
ment questionnaire, I mentioned. my 
support for the Coalition for Political 
Honesty, so I was somewhat surpris- 
ed to read their comment about Pat 
Quinn,”’ Hollmann told the Press- 


Record. 

The IVI-IPO press release quotes 
Sam Ackerman, IVE-IPO political 
action chairman, as saying, “We 
were also concerned that in these 
supposedly apolitical races, many 
candidates tohave the 
backing of very political power- 
houses, both individual politicians 
and organization. Nearly every 
district; for.example, has a can- 


didate with ties to self-proclaimed 
reformer Pat Quinn of the Board of 
Tax Appeals and his Coalition for 
Political Honesty. We think CUB 
members would like an assessment 
from an unbiased point of view.”” 

Ballots for the CUB board were 

mailed to all CUB members last 
week and are to be returned to the 
CUB office in Chicago by Dec. 22 at8 
p.m. to be counted. There are to be 
22: CUB board members elected, one 
from each federal congressional 
district. 
* The elected board will make 
policy and set goals for the organiza- 
tion. In the future, board members 
will be elected for staggered two- 
year terms. 

Ackerman also objected to CUB 
rules which prevent candidates and 
members to obtain the names of 
CUB members in their district. The 
interim CUB board ruled that can- 
didates must obtain the signatures 
of 30 CUB members to get on the 
ballot, but only after they are on the 
ballot can they see a list of CUB 
members in their districts. 

“This is not only unfair to can- 
didates because it discourages some 
interested individuals from running, 
but it also is unfair to CUB members 
because it prevents them from 
knowing who their fellow CUB 
members are,” Ackerman noted. 

He concluded, “We urge the 
Citizens’ Utility Board to adopt a 
democratic election policy.” 


To the Editor: 

In recent years, the U.S. Senate 
has faced some serious problems in 
reconciling its many institutional 
traditions with the increasing need 
for decisive action. 

The result has been that 
desperately needed legislation 
sometimes does not get the attention 
it deserves. 

While there are many reasons for 
this situation, it is clear that the 
Senate must take some strong action 
if it is to improve the productivity of 
the ‘‘world’s greatest ‘deliberative 
body.”” 

I recently served as a member of a 
temporary committee which has 
made some recommendations to 
reform many of the rules and pro- 
cedures of the Senate in order to 
make it more responsive. 

Among some of those suggestions 
are: 

Limiting a Senator's member- 
ship to three committees and 
abolishing 30 existing subcom- 
mittees. The proliferation of com- 
mittees and subcommittees has 


spread the resources of members 
and their staffs so thin that proper 
attention cannot be paid to in- 
dividual issues. By restricting 
membership to the various commit+ 
tees, members will be able to devote 
more time to matters in which they 
have a special interest and exper- 
tise. In addition, limiting member- 
ship to committees will shift the 
focus on legislative work back to the 
Senate floor where it was originajly 
intended tobe. 

— Reform rules to prevent tactics 
which bar a bill from being brought 
up for consideration: Filibusters 
often occur on purely procedural 
grounds which stretch out delaying 
tactics: until the measure is 
withdrawn, While the filibuster is an 
institutional privilege designed to 
protect minorities, ithas increasing- 
ly been used by members to the 
point. where the Senate's  pro- 
ceedings often grind to a standstill. 

— The creation of a two-year, in- 
stead of annual, budget process for 
the Congress. In recent years, Con- 
gress has been unable to pass the 13 


appropriations bills needed to fund 
the government in one legislative 
session and has increasingly relied 
on an all-inclusive | continuing 
resolution” to prevent a government 
shutdown. 


To these committee recommenda- 
tions, | would add two of my own: 

One reform, televising the Senate 
proceedings, would shift the center 
of gravity away from the commit- 
tees and back to the Senate cam- 
paigns would. help. restore party 
discipline and promote consensus 
within the chamber. 

I have supported and will continue 
to support both of these measures as 
means of increasing the respon- 
siveness and independence for 
members of the Senate,

which will improve the effectiveness 
of the Senate and give the taxpayers.

State funding for crime victim 


Illinois Attorney General Neil F. 
Hartigan has announced that public 
and private not-for-profit agencies 
may apply to the attorney general's 
office for funding and designation as 
crime victim and witness centers. 

Funding for the centers would be 
provided by the Violent Crime Vic- 
tims Assistance Fund. 

“The Violent Crime Victims 
Assistance Fund is a vital step in 
greaune a true victims-justice 

ystem in Illinois,” Hartigan said. 

“The attorney general’s office, 
aided by the advisory commission 
established by the Violent Crime 
Victims Act, will award grants to 
these agencies which can best aid 
victims and witnesses of violent 
crime. Our objective is to use the 
fund to encourage the development 
of new service programs and to rein- 
force the work of established pro-" 
grams,’’ Hartigan added. 

The fund, which currently totals 
more than $600,000, comes entirely 
from fines imposed on those con- 
victed of all felonies and many 
misdemeanors. 

The 1i-member advisory commis- 
sion, chaired by Attorney General 
Hartigan, recently adopted 
guidelines concerning the im- 
plementation of the new state pro- 
gram.

Nameoki Township officials 
debate need for tax collectors

An otherwise quiet meeting of the 
Nameoki Town Board of Trustees 
Monday, ended in arguments over 
the need for a tax collector in the 
township. 

The debate began when Trustee 
Helen Hawkins announced to the 
board that she will be circulating 
petitions to abolish the tax collec- 
tor’s position county-wide, She hopes 
to collect enough signatures to put 
the question on the April ballot. 

TOWNSHIP SUPERVISOR Harry 
Briggs interrupted, ‘‘You’re 
politicking right now. I’ll speak for 
the board. We're not going to abolish 
the tax collector. I don’t want to 
dispense with any office in the 
township.”’ * 

Mrs. Hawkins countered, ‘When 
he (Nameoki Tax Collector Norman 
Hall) resigned, he indicated he. had 
done the job he set out to do.” Hall 
submitted a letter of resignation to 
the board in October and the board 
accepted his resignation, effective 
Feb. 28, 1985. 

Mrs. Hawkins, addressing her 
comments to Hall, continued, “You 
said many times that you were going 
to end the dual system of tax collec- 
ting. I complimented you when you 
resigned your position...I still do and 
I think you ran (for collector) on that 
platform.”’ % 

HALL AGREED that an Illinois 
Supreme. Court decision barring 
county treasurers from collecting 
taxes in townships that had collec- 
tors until after Sept. 1 was a step in 
the right direction. But he argued 
against legislation that allows coun- 
ties to keep five percent of the taxes 
collected for collection costs. Prior 
to that, the counties were allowed to 
keep approximately 2.5 percent. 

Hall also contends that the new 
law, although it provides for faster 
distribution of tax monies to taxing 
bodies, does have a loophole which 
still allows counties to hold tax 
revenues for a maximum of 60 days 
before distributing the money to tax- 
ing entities. The law requires that

counties distribute the tax monies to 
taxing bodies 30 days after tax pay- 
ments are due. Taxpayers have 30 
days prior to that to pay those bills, 
and many people, Hall says, pay 
those tax bills immediately 

“Our good friends on the county 
level were able to push through this 
bill,”.he told Mrs. Hawkins. ‘‘You 
said $14,000 is what we (the county) 
spend on collections. The new bill 
raises that. It can go up to $28,000. 1 
opposed that bill. You’re on the 
record as opposing that bill. 1 asked 
the township officials to oppose the 
bill, which they did.” 

HALL SAID THAT under the pre- 
sent system, the county. could earn 
$48,000 on the taxes collected in 
Nameoki Township—through the 
perceritage kept for collection costs 
and through interest earned on 
money held by the county prior to 
distrikution. Hall bases that 
estimate on the amount of taxes he 
collected last year, or $2.2 million. 
“I’m still against dual collection, but 
first help us work to change this 
bill,” he said, 

Mrs, Hawkins answered, ‘When 


-we are taxing the township people at 


the local level and the county level, 
that’s wrong.’’ She argued that the 
new law allows, not requires, coun- 
ties to raise the amount of money 
they keep for tax collection costs. 
That, doesn’t mean, she said, that 
Madison County will raise its collec- 
tion expenses from 2.5 percent of the 
taxes collected to 5 percent. 

“But you can bet your bottom 
dollar they will,” Hall countered. 

MARLENE MILLER, a township 
resident in the audience, com- 
mented to Hall, “‘When you ran (for 
township collector), there must have. 
been a misunderstanding. People 
thought that you were saying that 
we'd never have to elect another col- 
lector. We’re spending money that 
doesn’t need to be spent. Everybody 
knows how to put a stamp on an 
enyglope. That’s all it (paying 
taxes) requires, is a 20-cent stamp.”” 

Following the meeting, Mrs 
Hawkins told the Press-Record that 
she expects to begin circulating peti- 
tions “‘any time.” She is waiting for 
attorney Marshall ‘‘Zeke’’ Smith to. 


finish drawing up the petitions. 

When Mrs. Hawkins begins the 
peition drive, she says, ‘I will con- 
centrate on this more than on my 
election. I don’t even know if I'll run 
again 

“I WISH THEY (township of- 
ficials) would have helped me 
tonight,” she added. “Mr. Hall ran 
on the platform to abolish the dual 
collection system. He’s running on a 
ticket (in the April elections for 
trustee) in my precinct to defeat me. 
You see, to run on a full slate, you 
must include a_ collector | (can- 
didate).”” 

But Hall calls Mrs. Hawkins’ peti- 
tion drive ‘‘a political stunt. It 
undermines the democratic process 
that allows someone to run for the 
position of tax collector. All she has 
to do is run with a candidate who 
says he will abolish the tax collector 
and, if he’s elected, there won’t be a 
tax collector.””

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State fire marshal issues holiday safety tips 


The Office of the State Fire Mar- 
$Shal has issued a list of do’s and 
don'ts to help the public to keep this 
holiday season safe. The list offers a 
reminder of how to save lives and 
property from fire loss. 

The first reminder comes about 
natural trees. Accoding to the fire 
marshal. the tree should be fresh 
and should not be dyed green 

‘Vhe needles ‘on the tree should be 
supple and bend, but not. snap. When 
bumped on the ground, only a few, 
old needles should fall—a rain of 
needles indicates a dry, hazardous 
tree. The cut-end should be sticky 
from sap. 

Persons who wish to store their 
tree before decorating it. should 
keep the tree in a bucket of water in 
a €ool place, away from heat and out 
of the wind. 

Before setting up the tree, persons 
should cut off one inch from the bot- 
tom of the tree to improve water ab- 
sorption, The tree should be set in a 
sturdy. non-tip stand. Guy wires 
may be used and needed for stabili- 
ty. : 

‘The tree should be kept away from 
candles, TV sets, fireplaces, open 
flames and heat vents. It should not 
be set up in or near. an exitway 

Water should be added to the tree 
‘stand everyday. Plain water is 
best—absorption of other prepara- 
tions may clog the trunk and prevent 
water absorption. When the needles 
are dry, the tree should be discard- 
ed,’ 

Persons purchasing a plastic tree 
this Christmas should be sure it car- 
ries the label of an approved safety- 
testing agency 

Persons purchasing a_ metallic 
tree should use only indirect spot- 

_ lighting unless the tree has a built-in 
electrical unit with the label of an 
approved safety testing agency. 
Persons should not use decorative 
lights on a metallic tree 

When considering lights for the 
tree, persons should replace worn in- 
sulation, loose bulb sockets and 
broken plugs on sets. One should be 
sure all lighting sets are testing- 
agency approved and that they are 
using 15 ampere circuits. 

One ‘should be sure that all 
decoratiye lights are turned - off 
before going to bed or leaving the 
house. A switch located away from 
the tree should be used for controll- 
ing the lights, Persons should not 

‘crawl under or around the tree for 

any reason. , 

Indoor lighting sets should not be 
used outdoors, Outdoor lighting sets. 
extension cords and fixtures should 
be testing-ugency approved. © 

When buying decorations for the 
tree, persons should use only flame- 
retardant or non-combustible 

. materials, One should not use un- 

treated cotton batting, flocking, 
tissue papr or foam plastics on or 
about the tree. Gift wrapping and 
electrical toys should be kept away 
from the tree, 
. When heating the home, persons 
using liquid-fuel space heaters 
should be sure they are vented and 
have an adequate air supply. One 
Should be sure that they are testing- 
tow approved and read and 
follow the manufacturer's instruc- 
tions: | > 

‘Persons should refuel the heater 
outside, where there's plenty of air 
One should use the correct fuel only, 
which should be stored properly in a 
safe place. The space heater should 
be kept away from all combustible 

materials.

Vadalabene said under the 12 Per- 
cent Affordable Reconnection Pro- 
gram, low-income residents who 
have had their gas or electricity 
discontinued due to non-payment 
could be reconnected 

“First, the applicant must pay 12 
percent of any unpaid gas or electric 
bill and 12 percent of any reconnec- 
tion fee. The person must also enter 
into a one-year budget level pay- 
ment plan for service which will be 
provided in the coming year. 

“The applicant must also agree to 
a two-year payment plan of 24 equal 
installments to pay all past due bills

Judge to consider motion 
to dismiss murder charges 


Madison County Circuit Judge 
P.J. O'Neill will consider a motion to 
dismiss murder charges against 
Barbara Gusewelle Boyle at 10 a.m. 
Tuesday, Dec. 18, in Edwardsville. 

The motion was filed last week by 
Mrs. Boyle’s defense attorneys, 
Frederick Steiger and Daniel 
Patrick Leonard. It alleges that 
misconduct by the prosecution has 
prevented Mrs. Boyle from obtain- 
ing a fair trial. 

SPECIFICALLY, the defense at- 
torneys claim in the mation that the 
prosecution failed to present 
evidence supporting Mrs. Boyle's in- 
nocence to the grand jury which in- 
dicted her, had “improper contact"’ 
with the grand jury foreman and 
other jury members, preserited ‘‘im- 
proper and extraneous’ evidence to 
the grand jury and violated the 
secrecy of grand jury: proceedings 
by leaking evidence to the press and 
public. 

In addition, the defense attorneys 
charge that the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice and the U.S. attorney’s office for 
Southern Illinois deprived Mrs. 
Boyle of her right to extradition 
hearings when she was returned to 
Illinois under federal charges of 
mail fraud. Those federal charges 
have been dismissed at the request’ 
of the U.S. attorney’s office. 

The ‘extraordinary. delay” bet- 
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ween the alleged offense and the 
return of the indictments was 
“unreasonable and unjustified,” the 
motion contends. Those delays, 
defense attorneys say, have pre- 
judiced Mrs. Boyle’s defense. 

MRS. BOYLE, 42, of Glen Carbon, 
was’ arrested in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., on Aug. 10, the day after the 
grand jury indicted her on murder 
and murder conspiracy charges for 
the Nov. 3, 1977 slayings of Arthur 
and Vernita Gusewelle|in their rural 
Edwardsville home. She also is 
charged with the March 31, 1979, 
murder ‘of her husband, Ronald 
Gusewelle. The conspiracy charges 
have been dropped against her. 

Also charged with the murders are 
Dr. Glennon E. Engleman and 
Roberty Handy, who allegedly par- 
ticipated in a murder-for-profit 
scheme in which the Gusewelles 
would be killed \so that’ the three 
could share the insurance and in- 
heritance money. 

Judge O’ Neill has denied a request 
from Mrs. Boyle’s defense attorneys 
that they be allowed bo send pro- 
spective jurors a questionnaire 
regarding the case. O’Neill ruled 
that there is no precedent in the 
state which allows the use of ques- 
tionnaires, and he indicated that the 
use of the questionnaires may lead 
potential jurors .to disqualify 
themselves from the case. 

THE DEFENSE attorneys argued 
that the questionnaires were to be 
used to determine whether potential 
jurors in Madison County have been 
influenced by the publicity surroun- 
ding the Gusewelle murders.

i. hunting column I did two weeks ago 
brought a lot of positive response. Despite it not-so- 
great beginning, it ended on a high note. 

One comment by Al Edwards, one of the union 
printers here at the Press-Record, was that he liked 
it, but that too we should follow up with an article 
telling people how to make two-hour venison jerky. 

Well, here it is. 

The process is simple and takes less than two 
hours. The seasoning can be varied, letting you try 
for taste rather than extended shelf life. 

When properly finished, the jerky is reasonably 
tender, lasts well and tastes good — and it’s a lot 
easier on the pocketbook than the arm and a leg you 
pay for commercial jerky. Furthermore, with a little 
care and extra step or two, you can also make 
honest-to-chewing old-fashioned pemmican. 

For proper curing, the meat should be cut in strips 
about a quarter of an inch thick. Tough cuts of meat 
may be cut across the grain. Tender portions should

FN... cutting, boil the meat strips for 


five minutes or so in a solution of salt, vinegar and 
spices. Wild game cannot be trusted to be free of 
trichina ond other dangerous organisms, and a brief 
cooking in this solution is a necessary safeguard. 
Two quarts of water, % pint of vinegar, two cups of 
salt, and two tablespoons of pepper make a proper 
solution. This quanity of brine is adequate for up to 
10 pounds of meat 

Next, the strips are rolled flat with a rolling pin or 
sqeezed ‘‘dry’’ with hand pressure. This removes ex- 
cess brine and flattens the strips for quick, uniform 
drying. Note the color of the juices pressed from the 
meat during the rolling process. A red color in- 
didcates that the meat has not boiled long enough. 
With a little practice you can determine the 
minimum boiling time for your thickness of cut. The 
jerky at this point should have a gray-brown color 
and somewhat rubbery texture. 

When the strips have been rolled, align them on the 
oven rack allowing space between for air circulation, 
Set the oven on “‘waria”’ or 200 degrees. Keep the 
oven door cracked to allow moisture to escape. 
Remove the meat when it is almost dry. The strips 
should crack but not break when bent. 

‘The drying process usually takes about an hour and 
a half but may vary with your particular oven. 

After your strips are dried they are laid out for 
finai seasoning. Al Edwards has found that ‘‘pain- 
ting” both sides of the jerky with A-1 Sauce really 
tops off the flavor. The dry meat soaks up the sauce 
in seconds. If your taste runs to hotter flavors apply 
some Worchestershire Sauce or Tabasco. Or try a 
mixture of ketchup and vinegar. 

Edwards suggests seasoning parts of the batch dif- 
ferently, leaving some of it unseasoned, if desired. 
For more flavor, paint the meat again. The finished 
product can be stored in fruit jars or plastic sacks. 
Kept dry, it will last for years. 

To make pemmican, simply crush some of the 
cross-cut jerky it crumbles easily— then mix an 
equal amount of some favorite berry and grind up 
the works. Cranberry makes a great addition to the 
taste.

ANY ROAD-KILLED deer on 
campus must be reported to the 
University Police and the Depart- 
ment of Conservation. Illinois 
drivers involved in motor vehicle 
collisions with deer may retrieve the 
meat under a new DOC ad- 
ministrative order. If the driver 
does not want the deer, any Illinois 
citizen may legally: claim and 
transport the carcass 

To legally possess the meat, the 
person retaining the deer carcass 
must notify the DOC within 24 hours, . 
indicting the location, time and date 


of the accident; license number of 
the vehicle colliding with the deer; 
sex and.approximate weight of the 
deer; and the ame and address of 
the person retaining the deer. 

The University Police notify DOC 
of any road-killed deer on campus, 
and they also take any necessay 
steps to have the deer located and 
removed from the accident scene. 

MOTORISTS WHO failed to notify 
the proper authorities and who take 
possession of a road-killed deer may 
be arrested under the conservation 
laws of the state for unlawful posses- 
sion of deer. Violation of these laws 
provides for a fine of up to $500.

The Pontoon Beach Village Board 
of Trustees Tuesday night formally 
exempted taxing bodies within the 
village from the police tax on 
utilities. 

Board members unanimously ap- 
proved amending the utility tax or- 
dinance so that taxing bodies in the 
village will not be taxed on electrici- 
ty, gas or telephone services. 

THE BOARD ACTION brings the 
village closer to the annexation of 
Nameoki Township offices and ad- 
joining township buildings, as re- 
quested by Nameoki Township 
trustees.

Bonuses may be offered for 
quality nursing home care 


Governor,James R. Thompson has 
unveiled a proposal allowing nursing 
homes to receive a total of $9 million 

“in bonus payments for providing 
high-quality patient care during the 
final months of this fiscal year. 

“This program places the em- 

asis on quality,” ‘Thompson said. 
“We are going to reward nursing 
homes which put the patient first, 
and we are going to work to ehange 
the idea of what life in a nursing 
home should be." 

In announcing the quality- 
incentive program at a Springfield 
news conference, Thompson ‘said, 
“The state is working with nursing 
homes to chart a course for quality 
care. The ratings given to Illinois’ 
nursing homes by inspectors and the 
residents’ themselves will be our 
compass and will keep us pointed in 
the right direction.” 

The state will pay a total of $9 
million in bonuses in fiscal year 1985 
and $19 million in fiscal year 1986. A 
100-bed nursing home could earn an

Thompson added that nursing 
home associations have decided to 
back his amendatory veto of the 
Nursing Home Reform Act, passed 
during the last legislative session 

Thompson's amendatory veto of 
Senate Bill 35 provided nursing 
homes with a 15 percent increase in 
the rate the state pays for treating 
Medicaid patients. The increase, the 
first in nearly three-years, will cost 
the state $63.6 million in fiscal year 
1985, $23 million less than the bill as 
passed. 

The amendatory veto, outlining 
the method for implementing an 
greement between the DPA and nur- 
sing homes, was affirmed in a ruling 
by USS. District Court Judge James 
B. Moran. 

Thompson said that Illinois nurs- 
ing homes and several state depart- 
ments will sponsor a conference on 
long-term care next spring. The con- 
ference will offer an opportunity for 
nursing home operators, regulatory 
agencies and experts in long-term 
care to share ideas and promote 
quality care. It will be the first such
